_. rn... /«., famtmg child fell upon the necY of the 


HON. R. A. FRYE (- 


R. A. PRYE, ESQ. 

Prominent in the history of 
Bethel, prominent in the history 
of the state of Maine, and promi¬ 
nent in the history of this nation, 
is the name of Frye. It embraces 
many of the legal profession, and 
is synonymous with stability and 
integrity. William Frye was the 
first lawyer who came to Bethel, 
with a view of settling here. He 
was a young man atthat time, but, 
here he spent his entire life. Here 
his sous and daughters were born, 
and here was his son, R. A. Frye, 
the subject of this sketch, born, 
educated, and matured- and here 
like his father, has he spent his en¬ 
tire life. Fifty years ago he located 
on the corner where he may now 
be found, and day in and day out, 
during all these years has he beep 
found at his post of duty, ready to 
attend to whatever matters to which 
his attention Las been called. 

First as student with his father, 
then as law partner, and afterwards 
succeeding to the practice r Mr. 
Frye Is and ever has been very me¬ 
thodical in his habits, and each 
day as it comes around finds him 
at his office. He was horn in July, 
1829, and obtained his educa¬ 
tion at Gould’s Academy. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1829, and has 
ever had a good practice. In 1853 
he married Esther, daughter of 
Kimball and Rachel Martin of Rum- 
ford. They have one daughter, 
Miss Annie Frye. Three years after 
his marriage he built the house on 
Broad Street in which he now re¬ 
sides, and here have fie-and Mrs. 
Frye spent forty‘very happy years 
of their married life. Mr. Frye 
never has sought for political 
honors, but in 1879 he was elected 
Judge of Probate for Oxford County 
and served four years in a very 
satisfactory man ner. In 18S1 he 
was nominated for U. 8. Senator by 
the Democrat party and received 
the full support of his party, 
but they were in the minority and 
he was defeated by Wm.P. Frye 
(Republican), who, by the way, is 
now serving his third term in the 
same capacity. As a citizen, Mr. 
Frye is always interested in what¬ 
ever he regards as conducive to 
the public good. He is of seden¬ 
tary habits, and is seldom seen 
elsewhere than at his office or at 
his home. t

A SINGULAR 0IR0UMSTAN0E. 

It is an old saying, that a [child 
who has not fallen out of bed at 
least once during infancy will not 
iive to grow up. Be this true or 
otherwise it is equally certain that 
all do not live to-grow up, who fall 
out of bed. Arid in proof thereol 
I Avill relate a circumstance that 
occurred in one of the towns in this 
state some fifty or more years ago. 

.Two young wo men were at work 
in a family; one as a housegirl, and 
the other as a seamstress. They 
were sisters and occupied the same 
bed. There was a little child not 
quite two years old in the family; 
and as the mother was too sick to 
be able to care for the child 
nights, the srirls kindly offered to 
take care of it, thus giving the sick 
mother a chance to get her rest un¬ 
disturbed. 

For several nights all went well, 
until one night the child became 
restless and tried. A sit had been 
lying in the middle of the bed 
they thought it might be too warm 
and the girl on the back side took 
the child over behind her and it 
was soon quietly sleeping. Being 
very tired.the girl soon after fell 
asleep herself. How long 3he had 
slept she had no idea, but woke sud¬ 
denly and missed the child. She 
woke her sister and asked her if 
she had got the baby. The answer 
was, “No.” “Whereis it,then?” 
Quickly jumping out of bed, a light 
was brought and a search revealed 
a sight that haunted them both for 
long years. The bedstead was a 
tall old-fashioned one, and did not 
stand close to the wall of the room, 
nor yet far enough out to allow the 
child to fall on the floor.

DEAD-Y SHOTS FIRED BY THE SUN. 

In One Instance an Innocent Man Was Sen¬ 
tenced to Be Hanged. 

In a recent paper appeared an account 
of a strange accident in which a man 
was killed by the discharge of a gun 
while lying asleep on a lounge in his 
room, the weapon being discharged by 
reflected rays of , the sun falling upon 
the cartridge chamber of the firearm. 

Since the publication of the story a 
correspondent from York, Fa., writes 
concerning the accident and refers to a 
similar case, in which, through the ef¬ 
forts of a clever Cincinnati lawyer 
named G. C. Wallis, the person accused 
of murder and sentenced to he hanged 
was set at liberty, the circumstantial 
evidence on which he was. convicted be¬ 
ing entirely exploded by a witnessed 
demonstration as to. how the accident 
really occurred. 

The York correspondent referred to 
volume 13 of The Criminal Law Maga¬ 
zine, page 6Q7, on which a full account 
of the case appears. The case was that 
of the state of Tennessee against Avery, 
tried In Henry county, that state, and 
Is one of the most remarkable in the 
history of criminal jurisprudence. 

In June, 1887, Charles Ensley, the 
cousin of a man of the name of Avery, 
was killed in his room while lying on a 
lounge, about- 3 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon. The weapon which caused the 
death was a small rifle, sending a 32 
caliber ball through Ensley’s brain. No 
one was in the house at the time-but 
Ensley. An emptyrifle was found lying 
on a rack on a wall of the room in which 
the killing occtu’red, and the bullet fit¬ 
ted the tube. 

Avery was arrested for the crime, as 
he was the only living close relative to 
Ensley, and by his death profited to the 
amount of about §100,000. Avery was 
tried, pleaded not guilty, but was con¬ 
victed of murder in the first degree and 
sentenced to be hanged. He appealed to 
the supreme court and engaged Mr. 
Wallis to defend him. The supreme 
court remanded.the case back to the cir- 
; cnit court on technical errors. Two 
!; mistrials were brought about, and then 
came the strangest part of the story. 

| The brilliant Wallis struck the keynote 
I; to the mystery. In August, 1891, he 
had the rifle loaded and hung on the 
j wall. A white sheet with the form of a 
| man marked on it was placed in exact¬ 
ly the position occupied by Ensley when 
lying asleep, and a heavy cut glass pitch¬ 
er of water 1 like the one found in the 
room was placed on the shelf, above. 
The temperature was 90 degrees in the 
shade, one of the hottest days of the 
year. 

The pitcher acted as* a sunglass, and 
the hot rays of the sun shining through 
the water wore refracted directly on the 
cartridge chamhet of. the rifle. 

Eight witnesses were in the, room, 
anil a few minutes after 3 o’clock a puff 
and* a report occurred, and the ball 
; struck the outlined form back of the ear 
■ In the exact location where Ensley was 
- shot, and the theory of circumstantial 
1 evidence went to pieces. The incident, 
heing witnessed and sworn to, readily 
; explained itself to tho jury.—Cincinna¬ 
ti Enquirer, *

CONNECTICUT’S GYPSY PRINCE. 

u* Hakes Regular Ilorse Trading Tours 
of tlie Country. 

For over forty years a family of gyp¬ 
sies have been residents of this state. 
At the present time one of them claims 
to be >the head of the gypsies in this 
country, says a Bridgeport correspon¬ 
dent of the New York Sun. He is 
Prince William and lives with his fam¬ 
ily near East Hartford. The East Hart¬ 
ford branch is the main branch of the 
family. All the male members of the 
famity are born -horse traders and are 
known all over New England as upright 
and honest business men. Attached to 
their residence at East Hartford are 
stables which in winter are always 
filled with choice horses. One of the 
interesting sights at tlie barn are the 
wagons in wliich Prince William and 
family go off on their annual trips. 
These wagons cost from one thousand 
tp twenty-five hundred dollars each. 

There are branches -of the family in 
New Haven and also in this city, and 
when one of these tripfe about the coun¬ 
try takes place the other branches join 
it. The trips are usually begun about 
the 1st of August and sometimes ex¬ 
tend into the winter months, the family 
traveling in the south when cold 
weather arrives in New England. Tho 
family lately returned from a trip 
which was begun last August. On 
these trips spare horses are taken along 
to trade. This means a cavalcade of a 
dozen gorgeous wagons and about one 
hundred horse's. The entire family, 
men, women and children, go along. 
The party keep togc .her, traveling by 
easy stages, about twenty miles a day 
being considered a good journey. When 
hurried they can make forty miles a 
day. The place selected for the night’s 
resting-place is usually a grove.. There 
the wagons are drawn up in a circle, 
the fires lighted and supper prepared. 
After the evening meal the entire fam- . 
ily gather around Prince William’s tent 
or wagon and the affairs of the family 
are discussed. A watchman patrols the 
camp all night-to guard the horses. 

FOR THE PUBLIC GOOD. 

Th* Employment of Convicts in the Con¬ 
struction of Stato lioads. 

A correspondent of the Ban Antonio 
Express calls attention to two ques¬ 
tions of supreme public importance 
pressing for solution at the present 
time in Texas. 

One of these questions is “How to 
obtain good roads” and the other 
“How to employ convict labor,” and 
to his mind the second question sug¬ 
gests the answer to the first. He 
takes the view which the Post has long 
ang persistently urged, that honest la¬ 
bor should not be compelled to com¬ 
pete in any line with convicts, and 
that some means" should be found for 
employing their services which would 
make them pay for their keep/which 
should not be open to the objection 
which honest labor properly urges. 
The necessity for improved public 
highways is everywhere apparent, and 
the problem of how to provide them 
has engaged -public attention as one 
difficult of solution. The counties and 
local communities havo tried in 
a" feeble way to improve roads, 
and it must he admitted' that in 
some instances they have accomplished 
a good deal, but the means at their 
command have not been sufficient to. 
enable them to more than make a start 
in the desired direction. The entire 
state needs a better system of roads, 
and to what better, use could, the con¬ 
victs be put than in supplying this 
need? Of course a plan could be de¬ 
vised by which the sections of the state 
directly benefited would be required to 
remunerate the state for the use of the 
convict labor, so that those localities 
• soonest to appreciate and secure the 
needed road improvements would have 
the first benefits, and the state convicts 
would be constantly employed in use¬ 
ful labor that would be of the utmost 
benefit to the whole people of the 
state without in any degree conflicting 
with honest labor. As the Express cor¬ 
respondent suggests, the question 
should he agitated by the presd until 
the legislature is forced to take some’ 
action in regard to it or at least give it 

due considerari—^—’ston Post.

HOW TO SERVE APPLES, 

Four Nice Ways la Which They Can Be 

Prepared for the Tahle. 

The French cook who professed to 
cook apples in 400 different ways was 
not necessarily exaggerating. Here 
are some of the nice things which can 
he made; 

Buttered Apples.—Pare and core six 
nice apples and place them whole in a 
saucepan with a piece of butter the 
size of an egg; put a teaspoonful of su¬ 
gar in each of the holes where the 
cores were and stick a clove in each ap¬ 
ple; stew' very gently, covering the 
saucepan that they may cook tender by 
the steam; turn them occasionally, 
and when very tender lay them on a 
glass dish containing half-inch layer 
of apple marmalade; put a cube of red 
currant jelly on the top of each, dust 
with sugar and cinnamon and serve 
very cold. 

Compote.—This is much superior to 
apple sauce. Put one-lialf pound of su¬ 
gar and a pint of water in a granite 
preserving pan, add the thin yellow 
rind and juice of two lemons; boil un¬ 
til the scum rises, remove it and add 
six apples, pared, cored and quartered. 
Simmer until the apples are clear with¬ 
out breaking them if possible. It will 
take about 20 minutes. 

Frosted Apples.—Simmer a dozen ap¬ 
ples with their'skins on in the water 
containing a. small piece of alum. Put 
them over in cold water and when the 
skins will pull off with the fingers re¬ 
move them and dip the apples in melt¬ 
ed butter; sprinkle thickly with coarse 
granulated sugar and hake in a slow 
oven. If carefully done they will 
sparkle as if frosted. Pile in a pyramid 
and pass whipped cream with them. 

Miroton of Apples.—Stew half a dozen 
pared, cored and sliced apples with a 
very little water, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and some powdered cinnamon. 
When reduced to a pulp spread this 
smoothly in a dish. Boil eight lumps 
of cut sugar with a teacupful of water 
and the thinly-grated rind of twe 
lemons for a few minutes; add buttei 
the size of an egg, a spoonful of flour 
the yolks’ of two eggs and the white ot 
one: mix all those well over the fire 
and spread over the apples. Whip the 
two remaining whites to a stiff froth 
and when the custard is cold pile the 
whipped whites upon it; sift sugar on 
the top and set in the oven a moment 
for the apples to brown.—American 
Agriculturist. 

Story of a Stone.

NAPOLEON’S DESPONDENCY. 

Bad. News from His Home Made Him 
Talk of Suicide. 

The agreeable and studious life at 
Valence was soon- ended, writes Prof. 
Sloane -in Century. Early in August, 
1787, a little rebellion, knosvn as the 
“Two-cent Revolt,” broke out in Lyons 
over an attempt to reassert an ancient 
feudal right concerning the sale of wine 
which had long been in abeyance. The 
neighboring garrisons were ordered to 
furnish their respective-quotas for its 
suppression. Bonaparte’s company was 
sept among others, hut the disturbance 
was already quelled when he arrived, 
and the month he spent at Lyons was 
so agreeable that, as be wrote his uncle 
Fescli, be left the city with regret “to 
follow his destiny.” His regiment had 
been ordered northward to Douay in 
Flanders, and there he rejoined it about 
the middle of October. , 

The short time he spent under the in¬ 
clement skies of that frontier fortress 
Was a dreary one. Bad news came from 
home. Joseph had some time before 
turned bis eyes towards Tuscany for a 
possible career. In order to test his 
chances of success at _ court, he had 
made application for an empty decora¬ 
tion. The answer to his request had 
been a gracious permission to prove his 
Tuscan nationality, which was, of 
course, equivalent to a repulse. Utterly 
without success in finding occupation 
in Corsica, an dhopelessas to France, he 
was now about to make a final desper¬ 
ate effort, and, decorated or not, to go 
in person to Florence and to seek em- 
ployment e4 of any kind which offered. 

. Lucien, the archdeacon, was seriously 
ill, and Gen. Marbeuf, the last influen¬ 
tial friend of the family, Was dead. 
Louis had been promised a scholarship 
in one of the royal artillery schools; de¬ 
prived of his patron, he would probably 
lose the appointment. v - 

Finally, the pecuniary affairs of 
Mme. de Buonaparte were again en¬ 
tangled, and now appeared hopeless. 
She had for some time received a state 
bounty for planting mulberry trees, as 
France was introducing silk- culture 
into the island. The inspector.; had 
condemned the year’s work, and were 
withholding the allowance. Her letter 
put an end for a time to all study, his¬ 
torical or political. Napoleon imme¬ 
diately applied, as his mother request¬ 
ed, for leave of absence, that he might 
iustanttyeset out to her relief. His re¬ 
quest was refused. He could obtain no 
leave until January. 

Despondent and anxious, he in "-pod, 
grow miserable,-apd contracted a slight 
malarial, fever, Which for the next six 
or seven' years never entirety relaxed 
its hold on him. ' The pages of his jour¬ 
nal for the ensuing weeks show how 
dispirited he was, and contain, among 
other things, a long, wild, pessimistic 
rhapsody, in which there is. talk of 
suicide. The plaint is of the degen¬ 
eracy among men. of the destruction of 
-primitive simplicity in Corsica by the 
French occupatibn, of his own isolation, 
and oi his yearning- to see his frie'hds 
once more. Life is no longer worth 
while; his country gone, a patriot has 
naught to live for, specialty when he 
has no pleasure and all is pain—when 
the charaeter’of those about him is to 
his own as moonlight to sunlight. If 
there were but a’single'life in his way, 
lie would bury the avenging blade of 
his country and her -violated laws in 
the bosom of the tyrant. Some of his 
complaining was even less coherent 
than this. It is absurd to take the 
morbid outpouring seriously, except in 
so far as it goes to prove that its writer 
was a victim of the sentimental egoism 
into which the psychological studies of: 
the eighteenth century had degen¬ 
erated, and to suggest thatjDossibly if 
he had not been Napoleon he might! 
have been a Werther.

Admiral Farrasmt’* Disposal* of Govera- 
ment War I’ians, 

The following aneedote of Admiral 
Farragut, which it is believed appears 
now for the first time: in print, was 
told by one who was a party to the 
transaction to which it relates. It 
well illustrates the heroic admiral’s 
character; for it is one of the chief 
attributes of a hero not to be deterred 
by the impossible. While prepara¬ 
tions were being-made for the attack 
on New Orleans, the navy department 
came info possession of a complete set. 
of plans of the defenses of the city. 
Not only were the- positions of the 
forts laid down, but the number, 
weight and position of every gun was 
given, together with the obstructions 
stretched across the river to prevent 
the passage of a hostile fleet 
There were shown, also, the submar 
rine mines placed so as to destroy 
ships passing up the channel, as: well 
as the system of torpedoes, and the 
reserve of war vessels which were to 
cooperate with the land batteries in 
opposing the advance by water of au 
enemy’s forces. 

The information was considered of 
such value that no time was lost in 
sending it by the hands of a special 
messenger all the way from; Washing¬ 
ton to Admiral Farragut, in the belief 
that such a detailed description of the 
defenses which he would have to en¬ 
counter in passing up to the city must 
prove of the utmost use to him. 

It was supposed, as a matter of 
course, that the admiral would not, 
only acknowledge the receipt of a 
communication conveying matter of 
such importance, but would, in some 
way, express his sense of the obliga¬ 
tion he was under. But no such, ac¬ 
knowledgment ever reached the navy 
department. 

Meanwhile, the passage of the forts 
was effected. New Orleans was cap- 
tnred, the active naval operations in 
southern waters were brought to a 
close, and Admiral Farragut in due, 
time, having accomplished his great 
mission, went north. Proceeding to 
Washington, he at once called at the 
navy department, where he received 
the hearty congratulations of, the sec¬ 
retary of the navy upon his brilliant 
successes. 

W bile he was in the department a. 
prominent official, dnring a, conversa¬ 
tion on the subject of the naval opera¬ 
tions in the gulf, referred to the plans 
of the defenses of New Orleans and 
asked the admiral if he had ever re¬ 
ceived them, 

“Yes,” he replied, “I received the 
plans, but on examination I found 
that, according to them. New Orleans 
could never be taken; so I tore them 
up and threw them into the waste 
basket.”—Youth's Companion. 


made Them Worfe a Dynamo* 
Couldn’t Stop Xiiexn* 

My boy once bad a pet alligator that 
was pretty fierce, observed Meekin, the 
f lazy inventor, according to the Chicago 
: Times. When he teased: this young j 
saurian, the beast would skip out with 
its powerful tail in an amazing fash¬ 
ion, without doing itself or anybody 
else any good. It occurred to me that 
here was a splendid example of wasted 
energy, and I sat out to devise a means 
of conserving it and turning it to some 
useful purpose. I spent a winter in 
Florida, and after X had experimented 
with some of the small ’gators that are 
supplied to tourists for a consideration, 

I ordered, some big fellows. After some 
little trouble I secured ten ’gators, 
each about four feet in length and of 
about ten horse-power tail capacity. 
My scheme was utilizing their tail 
power—yes, it was a kind of a “t ail 
race” — was this: The ’gators were 
placed side by side in stalls, which left 
their tails free to wag. I had upright 
beams set like pendulums, the swing¬ 
ing ends of the beams coming close 
enough to-the'gators’to be in a good 
position for action. Then I built a 
tank over the stalls and filled it with 
thundering big cannon halls. There 
was an inclined chute running from 
the tank to a power wheel made with 
hollow places in the- fim, something 
like a water wheel. In the chute I 
had a valve to regulate the flow of 
cannon halls. Half the ’gators were 
used to work the cannon hall part of 
the machine, and the other half to 
run a conveyor contrivance to lift the 
balls back into the tank after they had 
done their work in turning the wheel. 

I connected a small dynamo by a belt 
to a pulley wheel on the power-wheel 
shaft. M.y main circuit ran from the 
dynamo; to a bank of incandescent 
lamps, which were to he used in the 
test. When everything was ready, the 
wheels oiled up, main switch closed 
and the 'gators pretty mad, I hired four 
little colored hoys to go along in front 
of the stalls and crack the 'gators on 
the head with short clubs. This made 
’em awful mad, and so they struck out 
with their tails. Then the old shebang 
commenced to run. A li ttle coon would 
hit a ’gator on the head, he*d let out 
w»th his tail, strike a beam, open the 
valve, let out a cannon hall, which 
rolled down ’he chute and onto the 
wheel,, turning it around. Then the 
ball rolled hack to the conveyor and 
was hoisted up by one of the other 
"gators. She was humming beautifully; 
but I bad forgotten onetbing; thatwas 
a governor. The little coons liked their 
work, and lambasted the ’gators un¬ 
mercifully. I stopped them, hut the 
wild animals were beyond control.

NATIONALITY IN EGG EATI N G. 

Starioas Racial Characteristics Noted in 
. New Yorfc Restaurants* 

!Tlie philosopher Yvho is to . discover 
gie ponderability of a man’s“gray mat¬ 
ter” by the way in which he eats boiled 
eggs is not yet risen among ns, hut it' 
only requires, the ordinary powers of 
observation and a moderate acquaint- 
tance with the restaurants of New 
York, says the Sun of that city, to dis¬ 
cover that there are "Some very curious 
and clear indications of a man’s nation¬ 
ality to he gathered from watching 
the way in which he performs thisfune- 
tion. 

To an Englishman, ro will be seen, 
there is bnt one way in which to eat 
boiled eggs, and all other ways, are 
heathenish and an abomination. If is 
necessary, in the first place, that his 
eggs he medium boiled—three and. a 
half minutes is the standard, tower- 
marked time—and then brought to 
table in a napkin, with bread and hut- 
ter, spoon, pepper and salt, and an egg 
cup. Not one of those heavy, parti¬ 
tioned things, of thick iron stoneware, 
with a goblet-like arrangement at one 
end and a smaller depression at the 
other, hut a delicate little article 61 
white china, with a plain gold hand 
around the edge, a narrow hand it 
should he, or, perhaps, a little spray of 
light tinted flowers painted on the 
sides. Into this cup of comfort the «gg 
slides deeply, just leaving a sufficient 
amount of shell above the-rim to be re¬ 
moved, and to remove this shell there 
is but one true method of procedure. 
The shell must be daintly chipped with 
the spoon, and the fragments must he 
removed with the same utensil. There 
ire some people who brutally cut off 
the top of the egg with a knife and 
plunge the spoon at once in medias res, 
but these are generally “persons,” and 
ire by no means representative of the 
true and insular art of egg eating. It 
is allowable, under certain conditions, 
to use the fingers to remove the broken 
fragments of the chipped shell, but the 
use cannot he commended as good form.

EARLY TOWNS IN EUROPE. 

Tie Cathedrals Were Magnificent in 
Architecture. 

At the beginning of the eleventh 
century the towns of Europe were small 
dusters, of miserable huts, adorned but 
with low, clumsy churches, the build¬ 
ers of which hardly knew how to make 
an arch, says the Nineteenth Century. 
The arts, mostly consisting of some 
weaving and forging, were in their in¬ 
fancy; learning was found in but few 
ffionasteries. Three hundred and fifty 
years later the very face of Europe had 
been changed. The land was dotted 
with rich cities, surrounded by im¬ 
mense thick walls, which were embel-1 
lished by towers and gates, eaeh of 
them, a work of art in itself. 

The cathedrals, conceived in grand 
style and profusely decorated, lifted 
their bell towers to the skies, display 
inga purity of form and a boldness of 
imagination which we no.w vainly 
strive to attain. The crafts and arts 
had risen to a degree of perfection 
which we can hardly boast of having 
superseded in many directions if the 
inventive skill of the worker and the 
superior finish of his work be appre¬ 
ciated higher than rapidity of fabrica¬ 
tion. The navies of the free cities fur¬ 
rowed, in all directions the northern 
and, southern Mediterranean; one effort 
more and they would cross the oceans. 
Over large tracts of land well-being 
had taken the place of misery; learnin 
had grown and spread. 

The methods of science had been 
elaborated; the basis of natural philos¬ 
ophy had been laid down and the way 
had been paved for all the mechanical 
inventions of which our own times are 
so proud. Such were the magic changes 
accomplished in Europe in less than 
four hundred years. And the losses 
which Europe sustained through the 
loss of its free cities can only be under¬ 
stood when we compare the seven¬ 
teenth century with the fourteenth or 
thirteenth. The prosperity which 
formerly characterized Scotland, Ger- 
®any, the plains, of Italy, was gone. 
The roads had fallen into an abject 
state; the cities were depopulated, labor 
was brought into slavery, art had van¬ 
ished, commerce itself was decaying.

How to Keep Ants Away. 

In a recent issue of the Old Home¬ 
stead, we read this about keeping ants 
away, and as it may help gome bee¬ 
keeper who is troubled by ants, we 
give it a place here: Rub a light film- 
coat of balsam Peru around near the: 
botton of table or kitchen safe legs— 
just a narrow.hand" will do—and renew 
the balsam every two or three weeks. 
This will -keep ants aWay from tables, 
kitchen safes, etc.,’and what they hold 
or contain, provided, there is - no other 
ant-way than up the legs. One drop of 
balsam Pern spread around the upper 
part of a sirup bottle will keep, the 
ants away for months:, Boil one ounce 
of balsam Pern in one gallon of rain¬ 
water for half an hour, and sponge this 
Water, while hot, over wooden floors 
and walls, and it will keep ants away 
for a long time. 


It Nay Be Acquired by Anyone Following 
These IMrections. 

A beautiful hand is not always possi 
ble to acquire, but a thoroughly well- 
kept one may be bad without the art of 
manicure, and by even simpler meas¬ 
ures than these recommended in Vogue 
To begin with, the hands should always 
be washedln very hot water, oi-,’ better 
yet, in warm oatmeal water. Failing- 
this, a few drops of tincture of benzoin 
in the water add greatly to the white¬ 
ness and softness of the skin, and also 
conduce to the beautifying of the nails.' 
When the hands are thoroughly clean, 
rinse them in clean, warm water, into 
which a ten spoonful of almond meal 
has been thrown. Dry the hands on a 
soft towel and immediately rub them 
with the following mixture: One part 
pure glycerine, one part lemon juice, 
one part rosewater. This can be pre¬ 
pared either for immediate use or kept 
in a bottle for three or four days at a 
time. 

Twice a week the nails may be 
rubbed with this varnish: Half an 
ounce pistachio oil, 32 grains table salt, 
33 grains powdered rosin, 38 grains 
ground alum, 80 grains melted white 
waxy 2 grains fine carmine. These in¬ 
gredients should be ' thoroughly mixed 1 
oyer a spirit lamp, made into a kind of 
pomatum and preserved. in a small 
glass or porcelain jar. It should he ap¬ 
plied to the nail by a tiny wad of medi¬ 
cated cotton and: allowed to remain for 
half an hour. The thin membrane at 
the root of the nail shohld then be 
carefully pushed hack with the rounded 
end of an ivory nail file, and the little 
idle Skins” that often grow at- the 
root of the nail cut away with a pair of 
very sharp scissors. When this is done 
the flail should he polished with the so- 
called “diamond, powder,” a small 
quantity of which is put on a chamois- 
skin nail polisher. The hands are then 
washed in hot oatmeal water, well 
dried on a very fine towel, and finally 
the nails are polished once more with 
a soft.chamois. . >
